Prince Welcomed | 


at Larissa, 


Ten Thousand Greeks Stationed 
On the Frontier. 


They are Relying but Little on 
Material Defenses. 


Greece: to Make Provisions Against 
Coercive Measures—Flag of Truce 
not Respected—Fort and Spring 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LARISSA, March 29.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.} Crown Princé Constantine, 
commander-in-chief of Greece’s forces 
in Thessaly, and wife, Princess Sophia, 
Prince Nicholas of Greece and the Prin- 
cess Marie of Greece arrived today. 
The whole garrison was under arms to 
receive the Crown Prince and his 
party. The streets were thronged with 
people and,gayly decorated with flags, 
the windows were filled with specta- 
tors and many ladies threw. flowers. in 
the path of. the Princess. 

The Crown Prince was welcomed by 
the superior military and civil author- 
ities, and later, Prince Constantine, 
amid the enthusiastic acclamations of 
the crowd present, reviewed the troops, 
which were drawn up at the railroad 
Station, while the Princesses proceeded 
to the cathedral, where a Te Deum 
was sung. Thence they went to the 
palace, in front of which two batteries 
of artillery and a squadron of infan- 
try was stationed. — 

NEWS FROM LARISSA. 

- LONDON, March 29.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from Larissa today 
Says that the soldiers there are being 
armeéd with rifles and ammunition. It 
is no common sight to see lads of 13 
and 14 fully equipped. | 

Chronicle’s Athens corre- 
spondent, Henry Norman, says today 
he has it from a reliable source that 
Emperor William has offered to the Sul- 
tan the services of Gen. von Goltz and 
of other German officers, if the Turk- 
ish government desires to avail itself 
of them ‘in-the difficulty with Greece.

says today that the view entertained in} 
Italian official circles as to the outcome 
of the Greece-Cretan affair is pessi- | 


| mistic in the extreme. Little, if any 


hope is expressed that a conflict be- 
tween the Greeks and the Turks can be 
avoided by the powers. 

The Times publishes today a dispatch 


~~ |. from its special correspondent at Lar- 
-] issa, the headquarters of the Greek 
army in Théssaly, which says that 10,- 


000 Greeks have been stationed on the 
east end of the frontier with their base 
at Rapsani, on the hillsides north of the 
From this point they 
are watching the Turkish positions 
from Platamona to Elassona. The Vale 
of Tempe itself is not fortified, as the 
Greek line is drawn from ten to twenty 
miles farther north. 

Indeed, the Greek force has no forti- 
fied lines in Thessaly. The Greeks seem 
to consider themselves only in the light 


of an invading force, and not as a force 


occupying a territory likely to be in- 
vaded. As a result of this, they could 
not stop a victorious army anywhere 
north of Thermopylae. They are rely- 
ing too little upon material defenses. 
The Turks have the coast roads, with 
a strong force from their base at Ka- 
tonia. The Greek commissariat’ at 


Cospis is slender, though the Greek of- 


ficers have all along insisted that the 
Turks themselves are miserably sup- 
plied in this particular, and that there 
is much insubordination in the Turk- 
ish ranks. But rarely, indeed, do they 
find anyone who takes a reasonable 
view of the strength of the Turks or 
of the character of the struggle. 
MORE AND MORE CRITICAL. 

LONDON, March 30.—The special cor-. 
respondent of the Times at Salonica 
says that everything indicates that the 
situation. is becoming more and more 
critical. Fifty thousand men are now 
encamped around Elassona and there 
are 300 Krupp guns between Elassona 
and Arten. 

THEIR FLAG NOT RESPECTED. 

ATHENS, March 29.—A dispatch from 
Retimo,. Crete, says that British and 
Russian officers, with a strong detach- 
ment of marines, arrived there today to 
notify the insurgents of the decision of 
the powers to grant autonomy to the 
island. While the officers were parley- 
ing with the insurgent chief under a 
flag of truce, hostilities between the 
Turks and Christians in the town were 
reopened and the detachment retired. 

WILL HAVE FRESH WATER. 

CANEA, March 29.—A mixed detach- 
ment of French, Italians, Russians and 
Turks, under command of a French 
captain, has occupied the fortress of 
Butsunaria, which protects the spring 
supplying Canea with water, the in- 
surgents having attempted to cut off 
the water supply. 

FIGHTING BUGEAUD. 

TOULON, March 29.—The French 
cruiser Bugeaud sailed for Crete today. 
PROVISIONS AGAINST CONTIN- 

GENCIES. 

ATHENS, March 29.—At a Cabinet 
meeting this morning important’ reso- 
lutions were adopted relative. to mak- 


‘ing provision against the contingency 


of coercive measures upon the part of 
the powers against Greece. 
COL. VASSOS’S DEFIANCE. 

LONDON, March 29.—A long official 
dispatch from the British admiral in 
Cretan waters to his government con- 
cludes: Col. Vassos, commander of 
the Greek army of occupation in Crete, 
has practically declared war “against. 
the powers.’ 

TURKISH ORGANIZATION. 

LONDON, March 29.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Salonica says: ‘Within 
a few days Edhen Pasha (the Turkish 
commander on the Greek frontier) will 
have under his command 100,000 men, 
which will constitute his army of sol- 
diers. I am specially struck with the 
rapid strides the Turkish organization 
has made within the last few years in 
regard to military railways and hos- 


which has stood such a strain is wor- 
thy of highest praise. 

“Thirty torpedoes have been laid 
across the bay from Cape Kara. The 
large supply of ammunition here and. 
at Constantinople is being supple- 
mented by German consignments.” 

WOULDN'T. SUIT RUSSIA. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from St. Petersburg 
says: ‘“‘The idea which appears to pre- 
vail in Athens that the nomination of 
Prince. George as the ruler of Crete is 
a possibility is yet another of the many 


bound to be destroyed. Prince Geor : 
is not in any way qualified, either 
age, experience or nationality, tor 
such a delicate position. The powers 
are looking for some capable Governor, 
whose first quality, after executive 
ability, must be an impartial attitude 
toward the Turks and Greeks alike, 
and who would not be a mere figure- 
head.”’ 
FRANZ JOSEF’S IDEA, 

VIENNA, March 29.—The speech from 
the throne at the opening of the Reich- 
srath today expresses hope that the co- 
operation of the powers will lead to a 
satisfactory solution of the Cretan 
question, and proceeds: “Greece's in- 
considerate action has ted my govern- 
ment, in close contact and with the full 
confidence of the other powers, to adopt 
measures to maintain the status quo. 
If, then, Greece, in the present phrase, 
can no way count upon the approval 
of the powers, on the other hand Tur- 
key must take into account that she 
would assume a great .ssponsibiltiy if, 
blinding herself to her most vital inter- 
ests and contrary to the unanimous ad-: 
vice of the powers, she refuses to rem- 
edy said abuses and thus maintain a 
situation concealing the germ of. con- 
stant anxiety.’ 


MORE MEN WANTED. 


CANEA, March 29.—In order to in- 
sure the security of the occupied 
towns, the admirals héve telegraphed 
to their respective governments. to 
send an additional 600 men each. They 
have decided to occupy Akrotiri. 
BULGARIA AND SERVIA NEUTRAL. 

SOFIA, March 29.—A semi-official 
statement is published denying abso- 
lutely the assertion attributed to 
Premier Delyannis, that Bulgaria and 
Servia had entered into an agreement 
with Greece to the effect that so soon 
as the latter declares war against the 
Turkish government they will take ac- 
tion looking to the partition of Mace- 
donia. The statement concludes: “The 
government adheres entirely to a 
peaceful policy and places the fullest 
confidence in the issue of action of the 
powers and of the Chamber’ . 

A SCENE IN COMMONS. 

LONDON, March 29.—Repiying to 
various questions in the House of Com- 
mons today, regarding the Cretan sit- 
uation, he Parliamentary Secretary 
for the Foreign Office, George N. Cur- 
zon, said that the best answer to them 
was contained in the dispatches, from 
the British admiral in Cretan waters, 
which he read. /fter reciting the 
known incidents of the attack and cap- 
ture of Malaxa’an: the evacuation of 
the bleckhouse, mira! 
Says, were to* the | 
reserved by the Greek béing 
operated against it out of sight of the 
ships, the dispatches continue: 

“Owing to repeated attacks on insur- 
gents, who, on Saturday, had cannon 
on the outposts commanding Canea, 
the admiral. decided that it was neces- 
sary to treat the insurgents as an 
enemy and to demand troops from their 
respective governments before long, as, 
in order ‘to effectually protect the town 
in their charge, the further. advance of 
the imsurgents must be stopped. The 
greatest. alarm prevails in that town, 
where famine and disease are already 
threatening the refugees. Col. Vassos, 
who is reported to have received the 
admiral’s ultimatum, replied by order- 
ing the capture of the blockhouse.”’ 

Under date of Sunday, the British ad- 
miral telegraphed: ‘The insurgents are 
following their successes by developing 
an attack upon a strong earth fort held 
by the Turks behind Suda Point. The 
‘general situation in the island is that 
Col. Vassos has declared open war 
against the great powers.” 

While Curzon was reading the ad- 
miral’s dispatches the Irish members 
loudly cheered every reference to in- 
surgent successes, and laughed and in- 
terjected ‘“Ohs” or “Shame” whenever 
he spoke of repressive measures, which 
were loudly cheered on the ministerial 
side of the house. 

John G. §&. MacNeal, anti-Parnellite, 
fin connection with the statement that 
Col. Vassos has declared war against 
the powers, cried: ‘‘May he succeed.” 
Timothy M. Healy exclaimed: “Bravo, 
Vassos.” 

In the Commons tonight a spirited 
debate followed the motion of Hon. P. 
J. Stanhope (Radical,) who formally 
proposed a reduction of the salary of 
the Marquis of Salisbury as Foreign 
Secretary, in order to discuss ‘the Cre- 
tan situation. He wanted the govern- 
ment to secure the immediate with- 
drawal of all Turkish troops from 
Crete, and to operate with Greece in 
the restoration of order. 

Dillon, in an impassioned _ speech, 
charged the government with taking 
the side of the Turks. 

Curzon, Under Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, said Dillon’s speech was either 
an outrage or a farce. It was abso- 
lutely false, he said, that the govern- 
ment had taken or would take the side 
of the Turks. The action of the inter- 
national troops in Crete had _ saved 
thousands of Christians from massacre. 
It was a monstrous ‘travesty, the gross- 
est perversion of truth, to say that the 
powers were siding with Turkey. In 
reply to the asserticn that it was the 
policy of the powers to exterminate 
the insurgents by starvation, he said 
that the admirals were taking steps to 
convey provisions to the inhabitants. 


THE CAPTAIN CRIED. 


A Newfoundland Barkentine Pro-

NEW YORK, March 29. — Capt. 
Schleyder of the Norwegian steamer 
Eidsvold, which has arrived at Quaran- 
tine, reports that on March 23, in lat. 

19 
min. W., he spoke the Newfoundland 
barkentine Silver Sea, sixty-five days 
from. Cadiz, for St. Johns,°N.-F., short 
of provisions. The steamer’s lifeboats 
were lowered and sent alonside. The 
crew had been put on short rations, and 
there was literally nothing but a crust 

of bread left. 

The captain of the barkentine cried 
for sheer thankfulness when the pro-' 
visions came. He said he had strong 
adverse winds during the whole pas- 
sage and had not spoken a vessel! since 
the provisions began to run out.

_ BATTLING AT HELENA. 

HELENA (Ark.,) March 29.—Today 
has been the most critical day in the 
history .of the city. The river has been 
steadily rising, and stands tonight at 
60.6 feet. <All night long the wind blew 
and the waves beat on the levee, and 
weary hands piled sacks of dirt where 
breaches were showing. It was a gal- 
lant fight, and it left everybody ex- 
hausted. This morning the Mayor is- 
sued a proclamation reciting the des- 
perate conditions surrounding the city 
and requesting that stores be closcd 
and all able-bodied men be sent to the 
front. The proclamation met with a 
hearty response, and in a few minutes 
several hundred fresh men, With spades 
in their hands, were taking the places 
40 ey tired men who had labored all 
night 

Tonight the wind has abated some- 
what, but watching and working still 
foes on. The government rescue boat 
Titan arrived at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing with ninety-seven refugees from 
Knowlton. Capt. Nealy of the Titan 
reports another break about three hun- 
cred yards above Wood Cottage Land- 
ing, which is a mile and a half a':ove 
Knowlton, {t occurred Saturday even- 
ing and was cver five hunored feet 
wide when the Titan passed diuwn to 
Knowlton. Th's break puts all the 
country from Bnowlton to Lasconia un- 
der waier end as that section is more 
thickly settled than the Modoc-avcnue 
front, the loss and suffering wili be 
greater.

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) ‘March 29.—The 
rivers of: Minnesota are rising very 
rapidly, following a day of heavy thaw- 
ing. The Mississippi at this point has 
passed the ten-foot mark and is still 
rising steadily. Water is flowing in 
from the Minnesdta in a torrent.

country. The opening, is 500 feet wide. 
Unless it can be stopped, which is 
highly improbable, all ‘the country west 
of Deer Creek, and the most prosperous 
part of the delta, will be overflowed 
south of the Yazoo River.

THE BREAK WIDENING.

IN ILLINOIS BOTTOM LANDS. 

ALTON (IIllL,) March 29.—Flood condi- 
tions become graver every hour. Men

bottom lands. The railroad companies 
are putting their tracks in American 
and St. Charles botoms in the best pos- 
sible condition to withstand floods, for 
less than twelve feet more water will 
bring the stage of 1892, when the tracks 
of all- railroads were stbmerged be- 
tween Alton and St. Louis. 

The gauge shows an advance of four- 
tenths of a foot in the last ‘twenty-four 
hours. The river is within less than 
three feet of the stage reached in the 
middle of May last year, and with near 
two months of wet weather ahead, the 
outlook is gloomy. 

Thousands of dollars have already 
been swept away in crop products and 
it t raining again, so that the prairies, 
even back from the river, look like lakes 
and the preparation of lands for spring 
crops is again deferred. 

“BROKE THROUGH AT SLEDGE. 

.GUNNISON (Miss.,) March 29.—The 
levee broke at Sledgé plantation near 
Concordian Landing, three miles north 
of Gunnison, at about 3:30 p.m., today. 
The crevasse is about one hundred feet 
wide and the levee, being made of sand, 
will cave fast. The people are wild 
with excitement, and there is no effort 
being made to stop the widening of the 
crevasse, 

It is expected that the crevasse will 
cut to a width of five hundred feet by 
morning. Water is pouring through the 
break at a terrific velocity, carrying 
houses, trees and everything in its path. 
There is some uneasiness felt about 
the people on the Sledge plantation, but 
up to this hour there are no lives re- 
ported lost.

HUNTING A PURE TEA. 


Recommendation of the Ten Experts, 
An Examiner Wanted. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRES# IRB.) 

WASHINGTON, March 29. — The 
board of ten experts appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to select 
standards of teas, pursuant’ to the act 
of Congress to prevent the importation 
‘of impure and unwholesome tea, has 
“submitted a report in which the.mem- 
bers state that they have selected such 
standards as, in their opinion, will rep- 
resent the intention of the bill regard- 
ing purity, quality and fitness for con- 
sumption. The report adds: 

“The board recommended, first, that 
‘the comparison of standards with teas 
delivered shall be made not only with 
regard to flavor, but particularly in re- 
gard to the appearance of the leaf. In 
color of the infused leaf and in freedom 


leaf, all teas should be equal to the 
standards, but any consideration of the 
niake or so-called style of the dry leaf 
should be omitted. The leaf of the in- 
fused must equal the standard in free- 
dom from s¢um, gritty substance and 
leaf made up of dust’ and congee (rice 


paste.) 
“The board further recommends that 
your department issue _ instructions 


that all teas shal] be labeled with their 
proper trade names, 80 a8 to avoil pal- 
pable fraud in the use of false labels. 
The importance of this point has been 
pressed upon them by the trade, and 
they cannot too strongly emphasize it, 
particularly referring to green teas, of 
which the Ping-Suey kind have been 
heretofore labeled Moyune, the former 
‘peing an inferior and the latter a supe- 
rior tea. We therefore respectfully 
urge upon you, as of supreme import- 
ance, that the examiners should be not 
only thoroughly -honest and trust- 
worthy, but also experts in tea. 

“That the incumbents at New York 
and Chicago meet these requirements, 
the board ‘has no question, but as the 
examiner at San Francisco is not an

PEARY’S LATEST PLAN. 


HOPES TO. REACH THE NORTH 
POLE WITHIN THREE YEARS. 


Wilt Found a Colony of Esquimaux 
Within Four Hundred Miles of 
the Great Stake—Will Thence As- 
sail the Undiscovered by Slow 
and Gradual Stages. 
_. [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 
NEW YORK, March 29.—The Adver- 
tiser this morning says: : 


“Lieutenant Peary recently laid a 
plan for Aretic research before the 


Council of the American ‘Geographical | 
Society.. The plan includes the reach- 


ing.of the North Pole.. It was heartily 
indorsed by the «council and a sub- 
scription’ toward its accomplishment 
promised. Should either plan succeéd, 


the United States will reap the glory. 


Lieut.” Péeary’s plan, as now matured, 
is considered by Arctic explorers 
one of the most feasible- yet advo- 
cated. First of all, it is not to be an 
expedition in‘the usual sense of. the 
term. . It will, besides Lieut. Peary 
himself, include only one or two white 
men. If one, he will be a surgeon, and 
if two, the other will be a scientist. 

“The party will be conveyed by a 
chartered whaler to the point on the 
western coast of Greenland, .which 
Peary has so often made his basis of 
exploration. At this point lives a tribe 
of Esquimaux. They form the most 
northerly settlement of human beings, 
as far as known, upon the globe. They 
know the explorer and have every con-- 
fidence in him. From them he will 
select five or six young married 
couples, and will with them push along 
the northwest coast of Greenland as 
far as’ possible, and perhaps into the 


-archipelago Which, it is believed, sur- 


rounds the North Pole. : 
“All their goods, including dogs and 
sledges, will be taken with them, and 


when no further progress can be made 


north, Lieut. Peary and his compan- 
ions will be landed at some spot and 
a new colony formed. The ship will 
leave a supply of provisions for three 
or more years, and make. its way back 


_to civilization before the ice closes in. 


From this basis point two or three 
white men will make their explorations. 
Lieut. Peary figures that this’ colony 
will not be over 360 miles from the 
pole. The Esquimaux will be able to 
withstand the climate, and he believes 
that they will be contented as long as 
they have ,.enough food. The women 
will. be taken along to do the cooking 
and attend to the clothing and foot- 


ear. 
will live like the Esquimaux,’ 
said Peary. ‘We will.take. no house 
with us, and as little of other incum- 
brances as possible. Perhaps our 
snowhouses will be kept dryer and 
cleaner than theirs, but that is all.’ 
“As soon as the ice conditions are 
propitious, an attempt will be made 
to reach the pole. The Esquimaux 
and their dogs and sleds will be used, 
if possible, but in any case the white 
explorers will push on until the Stars 
‘and Stripes have been planted near, 
if not on the pole itself Lieut. Peary 
figures that under favorable condi- 
tions his little party will be able to 
make ten miles a day through the ice 
and fields of snow. On this basis they 
could make the distance and return 
in about seventy-two days. This pe- 
riod he regards as a short one to be 
away from his colony or base of sup- 
plies. On two former occasions he was 
absent for a much longer time. 
“Lieut. Peary, while hoping, does 
not expect the favorable moment for 
making this venture poleward from 
his colony will come at once. He says 
it may be two, three or even five 
years before the conditions are just 
right. If necessary, he wants to be 
prepared to wait ten years, but he 
firmly believes from his own experi- 
‘ence that the time wil come withi 
three years.”

GEN. VELASCO DEALS CUBA’S 
CAUSE A BODY BLOW. 


He Disperses an Insurgent Force of 
One Hundred Men After Hours 
of Hard Fighting. 


SEVERAL OFFICERS CAPTURED. 


‘TEN MEN SLAIN AND ARMS AND 
AMMUNITION TAKEN.

HAVANA, March 29.—[By Central 
American Cable.] Gen. Hernandez 
Velasco, continuing operations in the 
hills of Pinar Del Rio with troops under 
his command, was engaged yesterday 
morning at Cabazedas, Rio Hondo Dis- 
trict, With an insurgent force of 100 
men under Gen. Ruis Rivera. The in- 


-Surgents were dispersed and their posi- 


tion captured, after hours of fighting. 
The troops captured a number of pris- 
oners,. including Maj.-Gen. Ruis Rivera, 
his chief of staff, Col. Bacallao and ad- 
jutant, Lieut. Terry. Gen. Rivera and 
Lieut. Terry were both wounded. Ri- 
vera, who succeeded Antonio Maceo in 
command of the insurgent forces in 
Pinar Del Rio, is considered next in 
military importance to Gen. Maximo 
Gomez. 

The insurgents left ten men _ Killed. 
The troops ‘pursuing the enemy cap- 
tured a quantity of arms, ammunition, 
dynamite, caps, etc. The troops had one 
man killed, Lieut. Wolgesraffen, and 
twenty-four soldiers wounded. Gen, 
Rivera and Chief of Staff Col. Bacallao 
were brought tn prisoners at San Cris- 
tobal, Pinar Del Rio, last evening. 
Lieut. Terry, adjutant of Gen. Rivera, 
who was made prisoner at the same 
time, died on the way to San Cristobal. 
He was wounded by the explosion of a 
Spanish shell during the engagement at 
Cabazedas. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

HAVANA, March 29.—Gen. Hernan- 
dez Velasco left San Cristobal under 
secret orders at noon’ last Saturday 
With the Castilla Reina battalion and 
two field-pieces and pitched his camp 
amid the Brujito hills. The insurgents 
attacked the regulars from the very 
outset of the advance. Yesterday the 
Spanish column marched upon Perico 
Poso, where Gen. Ruiz Rivera awaited 
them in a strongly-entrenched position. 

Rivera opened fire immediately on 
seeing the head of the column. Lieut. 
Rio advanced with the extreme van- 
guard, Maj. Sanchez Dernal leading. 
another division under the protection 
of a battery, which shelled the trenches 
held by.Rivera, who was already

prisoners five men who lay severely 
mutilated by the shells.

Bacallo were taken into ‘the 
presence ‘of:-Gen. Velasdo, who -shook 
‘hands with Rivera and introduced him 
‘to the officers of his staff, giving: in- 
‘structions ‘that the first thing. to be 
tion. Gen. Rivera, speaking of the 
Spanish soldiery, said: ‘They have 
treated me very carefully.”” He-com- 
plained much of the pain in his 
wounds, 

Capt.-Gen. Weyler received the news 
of Rivera’s capture at Cinefuegos, 
where: the intelligence loudly 
cheered. The captain-general is re- 
ported as “satisfied” with the result, 
and has received cablegrams of con- 
gratulations from the Spanish Minister 
of War and the Spanish Premier, who 
congratulated him in the name of the 
Queen of Spain. Velasco will be hon- 
ored with a title. | 

A CORRESPONDENT KILLED. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The fol- 
lowing dispatch was received from Con- 
sul-General Lee, dated Havana, yester- 
day: ‘“C..E. Crosby of New York, rep- 
resentative of the Chicago Record, ie 
reported to have been killed while 
watching with field glasses the combat 
between the Spanish and _ insurgent 
forces near Arroyo Blanco, close to the 
boundary of Puerto Principe and Santa 
Clara. He came to the island January 
30, and is’ said to have graduated at 
St. Cyr, France.” 

Mr. Crosby’ was not an experienced 
newspaper man, but his energy sup- 
plied any lack on that score, and_his 
correspondence, which was signed ‘‘Don 
Carlos,’ was of the best that came 
from the insurgent side, Crosby was 
of English birth, and, as Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee suggests, he was educated in 
France and graduated from the cele- 
brated military school of St. Cyr. He 
entered the French army and served in 
Algiers and elsewhere. Later he be- 
came a civil enginer, and as such built 
a railroad in Mexico, in which country 
he resided for six or seven years. He 
went to Cuba as correspondent for the 
Chicago Record last winter, and at 
once went through the lines and cast 
his fortunes with the insurgents, not as 
a combatant, but as a newspaper cor- 
-respondent, strictly. His work has been 
highly regarded. | 

RUIZ ORDERED TO JAIL. 

BALTIMORE (Md.,) March 29.—Dr. 
Joseph J. Ruiz, convicted of filibuster- 
ing, was sentenced in the United States 
court today to jail for eighteen months 
and was fined $500. Bail was refused 
pending appeal.

No Demoralization of Rates Conse-

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Senator 
Morgan of Alabama today presented a 


ported favorably to the Senate for the 
radjustment of Pacific roads’ debts 
through the agency of a commission. 
The report gives the circumstances of 
the inception of these national high- 
ways across the continent and main- 
tains that it was essentially a govern- 
ment undertaking,.entrusted to private 


hands, just as the national banks are f 


instrumentalities of government, al- 
though in private hands. 

To secure the government against a 
default of these corporations in the 
payment of bonds issued to enable 
them to build these failroads there was 
provided in the charters a separate. 
lien upon all their property of every 
description in favor of the United 
States. The statute provides for the 
forfeiture on default of payment and 
transfers the title and possession by 
act of law to the United States. The 
government is thus substituted in ab- 
solute and unconditional ownership of 
the corporate property.of every kind in 
place of the stockholders, whose owner- 
ship thereupon ceases. - 

The report then points out that this 
bill provides an agreement with ‘“‘the 
owners” of the Union Pacific Railroad 
without declaring who owns it, and 
deals with it as if the United States is 
not the owner. The bill also, it is. in- 
sisted, destroys the unity of this great 
highway and proposes to separate the 
Central Pacific from the Union Pacific 
Railroad. Mr. Morgan states in the 
report that he will offer an amendment 
in the Senate providing that the pro- 
visions of the bill shall apply to both 
the Railroad companies. The 
Senator says if this fatal act of sep- 
aration between these roads had not 
reached a conclusive stage by reason 
of agreements made by the President 
for the disposal of the government’s 
interests in the Union Pacific Railroad, 
then it should be intercepted and placed 
in the’hands of this proposed commis- 

The report adds: “The United States 
can no more afford to have the great. 
highway pass beyond its reach than 
Great Britain could afford to have the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, which, in a 
military sense, is the spinal column of 
the empire, pass into the hands of the 
American government. The nature of 
such a transaction condemns it as an 
usurpation of authority by the Execu- 
tive that’ has no were in law. It is 
too much to ask tthat Congress shall 


vast property under a private agree- 
ment between the Executive and a 
great railway combination without 
even a protest. The value of the whole 
property is not adequate compensation 
for such demoralization in the abuse of 
Executive power.” 

Mr. Morgan contends that the de- 
struction of this unity will enable a 
great rail combination to control trans- 
portation from New York to the Pacific 
Ocean, making the people along the 
routes mere feudatories of these great 
railroad kings. The report asserts that 
the real occasion for this bill is to 
avoid the disclosures, and to provide 
for the condonation of frauds and 
breaches of trust-‘on the part of owners 
and directors of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, which, “if they were dealt 
with in the spirit of justice, would fas- 
ten liabilities upon. these men that 
would far exceed the vast sums which 
the company owes to the government.” 

Mr. Morgan refers to the enormous 


railroad companies upon the United 
States, the remedy for which is easily 


in reach through tribunals of justice. | 


The report then urges that the Presi- 
dent should not be left as final um- 
pire, as proposed by this bill, “in a 
contest between crime and public jus- 
tice.””’ The responsiblity rests on Con- 
gress, he says, and it should not un- 
burden it on the President. 
Mr. Morgan adds that although the 
result would disappoint the powerful 
order of railroad wreckers, yet an easy 
adjustment is open by the passage of 
Senate Bill 222..

UNEQUAL ANATOMY. 
Strange Differences in the Eyes and 
Other Parts of the Body. 


« [Philadelphia Press:] Some curious 


features are noted in the inequality in 
size and influence of coresponding parts 
of the human body, says an exchange. 
The ears on the same head are prob- 
‘ably more alike than any other of the 
twin organs of the body. Nevertheless, 
they vary as regards thickness, length, 
| Shape and position most remarkably in 
different individuals. If the ear, how- 
on one side is delicate in size 
and contour, the other will be the 
same, while if one looks like a dried 
fig, the other duplicates it in form and 
color. But with the eye it is different. 
To say nothing of the fact that one eye 
is generaly more open than the other, 
all oculists agree that the cases where 
the seeing powers of the two are equal 
in the same head are very rare. Usu- 
ally men use the right mostly. Watch- 
makers, engravers, microscopists and 
mariners using the telescope apply 
their right eye to the instrument and 
generally overwork that organ. There 
‘is no good reason why both eyes should 
not be equally strong, but they are not. 
Tailors agree that the right shoulder 
is almost always lower than the left. 
This they account for by the universal 
habit men have of resting the left el- 
bow on the desk while writing, and to 
the equally prevalent practice of those 
who carry heavy burdens resting them 
on the right shoulder. | 

As regards thé arms and legs, there 
is generaly but slight difference. In the 
size of the hands and feet there is com- 
monly a great variation, and, curiously 
enough, while it is the right hand that 
is generally bigger, it is the left foot 
that often requires a larger sized boot 
or shoe. Glovemakers give the propor- 
tion of large right hands as 900 to 1000, 
which, by the way, approximates to 
the proportion of right-handed per- 
sons. in the community. The 
size of the hand generally 
increased by labor. If ladies are 
to be trusted as to the size of the glove 
they wear, the human hand has grown 
smaller within the last. twenty or 
thirty years. But gloves tell a differ- 
ent story. They confess to making all 
ladies’ gloves a half size smaller than 
they really are. This, they say, is be- 
cause ladies most invariably ask for a 
size smaller glove than they should 
wear. 

There is nearly always a difference 
in the size of the hands. This is so 
marked that the glove that fits the 
right hand will wrinkle on the left, 
looking, in fact, too large. The left 
foot, as a rule, is the larger. While the 
right hand and arm are generally bet- 
ter developed and stronger, the oppo- 
site lee corresponds in those. particu- 
lars. It is found that in athletic persons 
the advantage of strength is often with 


-| the left foot. That is the foot we habitu- 


ally stand upon, and it is the left foot 
that leads off in the walking..A man 
uses the left foot most on the bicycle, 
and even more so in mounting a horse. 
While the constant use of the right 
hand is a matter of training (monkeys 
use both equally,) the more frequent 
use of the left foot would seem to be a 
general habit, hence that foot is in 
many cases the stronger.

_ LIFE WITHOUT BRAINS. 


Experiments as to the Utility of 
That Organ. 

[Philadelphia Press:]] Prof. Witmer, 
in his university extension lecture yes- 
terday morning, spoke of that im- 
portant method of investigating parts 
of the nervous system known as extir- 
pation. A given part of the nervous 
system is destroyed, and the animal is 
then studied to see what movement he 
is able to make without the activity of 
the parts of the brain which have been 
removed. Even all of the central ner- 
vous system above the spinal cord may | 
be removed in some animals and they 
may still be kept alive long enough to 
show what the spinal cord is able to do 
without the brain. 

“The frog whose brain has been re- 


able to draw his toe up toward his body 
when the toe is pinched, or if his toe 
be placed in acid he will remove the 
toe from the acid, or when a piece of 
blotting paper soaked in acid has been 
placed upon his back he can even move 
the foot up over the back to remove the 
acid.

produce the movement of swerving to 
one side.

Collateral Issue in a Private Suit 
That is of Supreme Importance 
to the People of Southern 
California. 


In ‘order to protect its interests in the 
entrance and the inner harbor of San 
Pedro, the United States has found it 


necessary to file an intervenor in the 


appealed case of A. J. D. de Guyer et al. 
vs. William Banning, now pending in 
the United States Supreme Court. 
This suit was taken up on appeal from 
the Supreme Court of this State by 
De Guyer et al., as plaintiffs in error, 
who seek to establish their claim, un- 
der the terms of a patent issued for 
the Rancho Palos Verdes, a Mexican 
grant, not only to Mormon Island, but 
to the entire inner bay of San Pedro. 
They have set up prior suits that the 
exterior line of the survey of the grant 
crossed the mouth of the inner harbor 
at San Pedro and included all that area 
of land and water embraced within its 
boundaries. 

The claim of William Banning to 
Mormon Island is based upon a United 
States patent to the island alone, is- 
sued in 1881. The interest of the United 
States in establishing his title to the isl- 
and proper is to disprove the claim of De 
Guyer to any part of the inner bay. It 
has been contended on the part of Ban- 
ning, and it is now the position as- 
sumed by the United States govern- 
ment that the boundaries of the grant 
of Rancho Palos Verdes merely fol- 
lowed the littoral of the inner bay and 
were defined by the contour of the har- 
bor. If the claim of De Guyer should be 
established to Mormon\Island, which 
is the single point directly at issue, the 
broad claim to the entire harbor, which 
is merely a collateral issue, would be 
affirmed in the courts. 

The Solicitor-General of the United 
States holds that it is a recognized 


_pbrinciple of the law from the time of 


the Romans down that the sea belongs 
to the sovereign and he shows that 
tide lands are reserved to the State 
and all the islands in the bay to the 
United States The Mexican grant de- 
fined the boundary line as “along the 
coast,” and the point is made that.

The claim of -the De Guyers to Mor- 
mon Island could be established only 
by a decree giving them the whole of 
the inner harbor. The United States 
holds that its patent to the island, 
given to Banning, is valid, and that 
the action of the Surveyor-General and 
the Land Office was recognized and not 
disputed by the De Guyers when the 
patent was issued.

Upon this Inner Bay are located the 
cities) of San Pedro and ‘Wilmington, 
the latter the farthest inside, with 
their harbors, both having substantial 
commerce by sea, and the harbor of 
San Pedro being especially prominent 
and important as to ocean commerce. 

This harbor has not only been re- 
garded by Congress as important be- 
cause of its actual commerce, but has 
been and still is regarded as one of the 
most important points on the Pacific 
Coast in the United States as a harbor 
of refuge. — 
It should be stated here that the gen- 
eral scheme of harbor improvements by 
the general government at San Pedro 
includes the outer bay of San Pedro 
(which is really a part of the Pacific 
Ocean) and the Inner Bay of San Pe- 
dro as well; the so-called “‘Inner Bay of 
San Pedro” in this case is (in the official 
reports to which the attention of the 


court will presently be brought) called |} 


Wilmington Harbor. 
As appears by the map in the record 
the entrance to the Inner Bay from the 


ocean is wholty within the claimed 


its of the grant under which plaintiffs 
claim title; a very large proportion of 
the Inner Bay necessary for the com- 
merce of San Pedro and Wilmington, as 
it stands today, is within the same 
claimed limits. | 

Upon the entrance to this Inner Bay, 
necessary dredging and work inside, 
and upon outer works designed to main- 
tain the channel so secured, nearly a 
million dollars has already been ex- 
pended by the general government. 

The improvement was begun as early 
as 1871, and has been vigorously carried 


on ever since. 

In a report. the Secretary of War 
to Congress, (House Ex. Doc., 41, 2d 
Sess. 52d Congress, pursuant to 27 St., 
p. 95,) it is said: | 

“The existing harbor facilities for the ac- 
commodation of this traffic consists of Port 
Wilmington, the improved channel of which 
has a minimum depth of about fourteen, feet 
at mean low water.’’ 

Further describing the Inner Bay of 
San Pedro, also called Harbor of Wil- 
mington, that report says: 

“The harbor of Wilmington was originally 
one of the shallow lagoons separated from the 
ocean by a narrow line of sand beach, which 

been mentioned as_ characteristic 
the shore of San 
In its unimproved condition 
estuary of about three miles in length, 
its navigable portion ending at Wilmington, 
and its lower part expanding into a shallow 
bay, separated front the ocean by a bar, car- 
rying a depth of about two feet at mean low 
water. .°. The improvement of this harbor, 
by the general government. has been in prog- 
ress since 1871. . As the result of this im- 
provement there is now a navigable channel 
into Wilmington Harbor, carrying a minimum 
depth of about fourteen feet at mean low 
water: and the formation of a depth of six- 
teen feet is anticipated from the continuance 
of the work. It is believed to be established 
that the natural forces will be able practi- 
cally to maintain this artificiat channel.’

the Coast and: Geodetic Survey, to be detailed 
by the superintendent of said survey, and 
three experienced Civil engineers, skilled in 
riparian work, to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, who shall constitute a board, and who 
shall personally examine said harbors, the de- 
cision of a majority of which shall be final 
as to the location of said harbor. It shall be 
the duty of said board to make plans, specifi- 
cations, and estimates for said improvement. 
Whenever said board shall have settled the 
location and made report to the Secretary of 
War of the same, with said plans, specifica- 
tions, and estimates, then the Secretary of 
War may make contracts for the completion 
of the improvement of the harbor s0 selected 
by said bagard, according to the project re- 
potted by them, at a cost not exceeding in 
the aggregate two million nine hundred thous- 
and dollars, and fifty thousand dollars is 
hereby appropriated, so much thereof as may 
be necessary to be used for the expenses of 
the board and payment of the civil engineers 
for their services, the amount to be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War. 

Under this provision of law the com- 
mission, consisting of Admiral a. @& 
Walker, Capt. August T. Rodgers, W. 
H. Burr, Esq., George S. Morison, Esq., 
and Richard P. Morgan, Jr., Esq., was 
duly appointed, and have made an ex- 


haustive report of their examinations 


and conclusions to the Secretary of 
War, under date of March 1, 1897. 

This report is not yet printed, but 
in substance it locates the proposed 
harbor at San Pedro, and includes in 
its definition of ‘‘San Pedro” the road- 
stead outside, just east of Point Firmin, 
and the inner harbor. 

“The water area just east of this. village 
(San Pedro) and separated from San Pedro 
Bay by Rattlesnake Island, and the jetties 


‘constructed by the government is designated 


on the coast survey charts as San Pedro Har- 
bor. A_ shallow, Mand-locked lagoon inside 
San Pedro Harbor was designated on_ the 
earlier coas§ survey charts as San Pedro Bay, 
but on the more recent ones is called Wil- 
mington Lagoon. .. . 

“in the reports of the Chief of Engineers, 
United States Army, e WHOLE INNER 
BASIN IS GENERALLY REFERRED TO AS 
WILMINGTON HARBOR. .. . 

“The location at San Pedro must be under- 
stood to mean a location which will include 
the entrance to the inner San Pedro Harbor 


within its protected area.”’ 


The capitals are my own; by the map 
in the record, more clearly by the map 
on tracing paper enlarged, used in the 
argument by counsel, this entrance and 
practically all the proposed inner har- 
bor for which this vast appropriation 
is made is within the claimed limits of 
the allegd grant to plaintiff's ances- 
tors. 

The construction of a breakwater in 
San Pedro Bay, the extension of the 
present jetties, and the deepening of 
the inner harbor, constitute the recom- 
mendations of the commission, as 
necessary to meet the requirements of 
commerce in a complete and satisfac- 
tory manner under the act referred to; 
the proposed improvements by deep- 
ening the inner harbor cover much of 
the area within the claimed limits of 
the grant in hand—but this commis- 
sion say “besides the whole of Wil- 
mington Lagoon is available whenever 
the needs of commerce demands it.” 

“Excellent opportunities are afforded 
for works of this class’’ (drydocks) ‘‘on 
the edge of Wilmington Lagoon.” 

Concluding the whole matter the com- 
sion sav: 

“At San Pedro a large expenditure has al- 
ready been made for the improvement of the 
channel leading into the inuer harbor and in 
the inner harbor itself. . . The possibili- 
ties for further development of the inner har- 


‘bor are equal to any damand uponit.... . 


The availability of the interior harbor and the 
Wilmington Lagoon for improvement to any 
extent .. . meet more fully the require- 
ments of the law . than Port Los An-. 
geles.’’ 
Reference is also made to existin 
law under Col. Benyaurd’s project of 
June 8, 1894, for the expenditure of 
$392,000 to secure eighteen feet of water 
at mean low tide in the present chan- 
nel and in the interior harbor, and toa 
contemplated extensionof the Benyaurd 
project so as to secure a depth of wa- 
ter of twenty-five feet and the deepen- 
ing of a larger area in the inner harbor. 
Supra. 

This state of the case was brought 
to the attention of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the Solicitor-General. 

It would seem, from the record in this 
case, that the plaintiff's contention is 
that all the Inner Bay, in connection 
with which there has’ been so large an 
expenditure of public money, and for 
the protection of the entrance to which 
there is proposed, in the near future, an 


expenditure of nearly $3,000,000 more, is] 


their private property. 

In other words, the plaintiffs invoke. 
at the hands of this court a rule of 
construction of the patent made upon 
this Mexican grant which will estab- 
lish their right, not only to Mormon 
Island, but to ‘the entire Inner Bay of 
San Pedro. 

The broad claim is made in the brief 
of appellants that the line drawn from 
a point at or near the point designated 
as ‘‘La Goleta,” to the western end of 
Rattlesnake Island is one of the ex- 
terior lines of the Hancock surveys; 
that the title to the entire estate and 
property within such exterior lines of 
the whole survey is in them; that the 
government never acquired any estate 
in any part of the Rancho San Pedro, 
and therefore could convey none; that 
the ‘“‘tide lands,’ especially within said 
so-called exterior lines, all belong to 
plaintiffs; in other words, that they 
have title to all land and property 
within such so-called outside lines of 
the survey, and that the exception in 
the survey and patent must be wholly 
disregarded as unauthorized and void. 

The result of a holding in accordance 
with the claims of the plaintiffsawould 
be to give a monopoly of that entire 
harbor to them. 

This is their contention; this the con- 
struction of their patent which they 
seek; and because of the great interests 
which the government has in the Inner 
Bay, leave was asked to file this brief 
in behalf of the government that there 
might be herein presented to the court 
the relation of the question of title in- 
volved in the important interests of 
the United States which might be af- 
fected by its decision on the construc- 
tion of this patent. - 

I, 

THE LAND IN CONTROVERSY IS CON- 
FESSEDLY NOT WITHIN THE GRANT 
MADE BY THE PATENT, AND THERE- 

FORE THE PLAINTIFFS MUST FALL. 
The decree of confirmation is not set 

out in the patent; but it is chaimed\ by 

appellants’ counse) that it is made part 


v 


of ‘the patent by being referred to, and 
they rely upon this decree to control 
the construction of the patent. 

. This, under the authoritiés, they can- 
not do. The express object of the sur- 
vey was to locate the decree, and the 
action of:the officers of the government 
in making this location was a final ad- 


tion. 


The question, must therefore turn 
upon the construction of the patent, 
without reference to the decree, and as 
the patent merely conveys the,land de- 
scribed in the survey as a whole, and 
as the land in controversy is admitted] 
excluded from the survey, it follows 
that the judgment below is right. 

e survey referred to in the grant- 
ing. part of the patent is not 
merely the survey of the _ so-called 
exterior. lines (as claimed by appell- 
ants;) it is the WHOLE SURVEY con- 
tained in the patent, consisting of the 
So-called exterior lines and the lines of 
the portion of the area therein’ con- 
tained which is excepted and excluded. 
This is the survey contemplated by law, 
and the entire work of the surveyor, 
shown by his plat, is the basis of action 
by the Land Department. 

But this is not a case of a reservation 
or exception in a grant. The patent 
does not grant the lands included in the 
so-called exterior lines of the survey, 
reserving or excepting other lands; but 


it grants only the lands described 
in the whole survey, which are 
lands lying between the so-called 


exterior lines and the lines in the 
Inner Bay of San Pedro as surveyed. 
In other words, the exception is in 
the survey; its effect is to exclude 
from the survey the area contained in 
the exception; while the grant is for 
the land thus surveyed: without any 
exception or reservation whatever. 


It is claimed by plaintiffs’ counsel 
that the patent grants all the lands 
included in the exterior survey ex- 
cepting or reserving “the navigable 
‘waters of the bay,” and that the ac- 
tual survey of the bay must be re- 
jected as inconsistent with the general 
intention. Hence, they urge it in- 
cludes all the islands in the bay, 
though these are included in the sur- 
vey of the parts excepted, and thus 
excluded from the survey taken as 
whole. 

Obviously this contention is untena- 
ble. _The survey was made expressly 
for the purpose of defining and locat- 
ing the lands granted, and is of supe- 
rior dignity to the more general ex- 
pression. 

(See authorities cited, infra.) 

Besides it is very obvious that the 
patent was not intended to grant all 
the land in the bay not covered by 
navigable water. Nine-tenths of the 
bay would come under this category, 
for the bay consists in the main of 
lands covered by shallow water; or, 
of tide flats alternately covered and 
uncovered. Nor would it be possible 
to define by survey the boundaries 
between the shallow and navigable 
waters of the bay. 


In other words, the law requires 
after decree that a survey shall be 
made of the lands the grantee is to 
have. This duty devolves upon the 
Surveyor-General. 

After his work is performed, pur-' 
suant tothe decree as he understands 
it, the result isshown by his report and 
plat of lands which he regards as _ be- 
longing to and passing by the grant. 
If this view and result: be approved by 
the Land Department, the result. thus 
attained passes into the patent, which 
alone, if accepted, stands as the evi- 
dence and only evidence of the extent 
of the area of land to which the gran- 
tee is entitled. 

The action of the Surveyor-General 
and of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in each case is final and 
conclusive until reversed by some su- 
perior power. 

In this case the patent granted only 
the land surveyed as land belonging to 
the grant as determined by the Sur- 
veyor-General. 

The exception was in the survey and 
part of it. 

It matters not how the Surveyor- 
General arrived at his conclusions. The 
fact to be ascertained is, what lands 
he reported as belonging to the peti- 
tioners under the grant. This duty was 
confided to him; he had to determine. 

This he did determine, and marked 
on the face of the earth the area which 
he determined was embraced in the 
grant; such area did not include the 
Inner Bay of San Pedro, which 
was indicated by a separating line, 
showing that in his judgment and de- 
termination the Inner Bay and, of 
course, all islands in it, were not em- 
braced in the grant, and should be, as 
they were, expressly excepted from it. 

This conclusion was not excepted to 
by the claimants; in regular way it 
went to the Land Office, and was car- 
ried into the patent. This, when exe- 
cuted, did yot purport to convey the 
excepted area of the Inner Bay. The 
patent was accepted without question, 
so far as appears, and therefore the 
claimants’ took title only, under the 
patent, to the area outside the Inner 
Bay. 

That this was all that was conveyed 
by the patent is perfectly clear; ijt is 
in no sense, by the patent, a grant of 
all, and exception afterword from it. . 

Not at all; the exception was 
made in the survey and in 
the recitals in the preliminary part of 
the patent; the grant by the patent 
was of the restricted area, shown by 
the whole survey, which excluded the 
Inner Bay. 


II. 

THE ACTION OF THE LAND _ DEPART- 
MENT IN THB SURVEY AND LOCATION 
OF A MEXICAN GRANT IS JUDICIAL IN 
ITS NATURE, AND THE APPROVAL OF 
THE SURVEY, THEREFORE, A_ JUDI- 
CIAL DETERMINATION OF THE QUES- 
TION OF LOCATION, AND AS SUCH, 
CONCLUSIVE OF ITS CORRECTNESS. 
THE PATENT IS THE RECORD OF SUCH 
JUDGMENT AND THEREFORE NOT 
OPEN TO COLLATERAL ATTACK.

The question has been the subject of 
repeated consideration and decision by 
this court and by the Supreme Court of 
the State of California, for a period of 
over forty years, and for over thirty 
years it has been familiar law, with 
reference to Mexican land titles in 
California, that, after a survey has 
been approved and passed into a patent, 
it is, aS against all collateral attack, 
“conclusive evidence . . of the 
boundaries of the tract confirmed.”’ 
(Gallagher vs.’ Rilly, 49 Cal., 477;) and 
that “claimants under the grant cannot 
be permitted, while the patent stands, 
to aver that the claim comprised other 
or different lands from those mentioned 
in the patent’ (Carey vs. Brown, 58 id., 
185:) or, as otherwise expressed, ‘‘be 
heard to assert title to any lands not in- 
cluded in the final survey.” (Cassidy vs. 
Carr, 48 Cal., 345.) | 

“The approval of the survey, by the proper 
officers, is the determination—the judgment 
of the appropriate. department of govern- 
ment, that the survey does conform to such 
decree. That determination or, judgment is 
not the subject of review by the judiciary. 
It is conclusive upon the courts in actions of 
ejectment as the*adjudication of a competent 
tribunal upon a subject within its exclusive 
jurisdiction. The patent which is the final 
document issued by the government is con- 
elusive evidence of the validity of the orig- 
inal grant and of its recognition and confir- 
mation and of the survey and its conformity 
with the confirmation, « and cannot be 

collaterally. 
Se Wilkinson, 18 Cal., 487. 

The position of counsel for the plain- 
tiff in error is stated on page 9 of his 
brief. It is, in effect, that the Land De- 
partment has no “jurisdiction to fix the 
boundaries to a Mexican grant, nor had 
the Surveyor-General any such, jurisdic- 


tion.” But, obviously, in view of the

authorities cited, this position cannot 
be maintained. 

The authorities we have cited are but 
afew of almost innumerable decisions 
to the same effect. The same principle 
has also since been applied in cases of 
Mexican grants in other States and 
Territories, as, for example, in Russell 
vs. Mexwell Land Co., 158 U. S., 253 
(cited by Mr. Chandler, on page 8 of his 
brief, and in Stoneroad vs. Stoneroad, 
id, 240.) 

The law is very clearly expounded in 
the decision of the Supreme Court of 
California, now under review, and is 
fully sustained by the authorities there 
cited (91 Cal., 402;) nor is it true, as 
claimed by counsel for plaintiff in er- 
ror (brief, p. 29,) that, “in all but 
one (of the cases cited) the grants 
involved, were. of specific quantities of 
land, lying in larger bodies.” Moore vs. 
Wilkinson was of that kind, and in 
Teschemacher vs. Thompson it Was as- 
sumed, for the sake of argument, that 
the grant was of the same character. 
But in both cases this circumstance 
was immaterial, it having been claimed 
in the former case that the land in con- 
troversy was outside the boundaries of 
the larger tract, and in the latter that 
it was outside of the line of high water. 
In all the other-cases the grants were 
of specific tracts, confirmed by metes 
and bounds. 

Among the latter is especially to be 
noted the case of Chipley vs. Farris (45 
Cal., 527,) which, it will be observed, 
was in effect affirmed by the Supreme 
Court of the State of California in 
United Land Association vs. Knight 
(85 Cal., 484,) and distinguished from 
that case. 

It is, however, directly in point to the 
case at bar, and deserves attention for 
the peculiar distinctness of the ques- 
tions involved and of the decisions of 
the court thereupon. 3 

In that case an accurate survey of 
the boundaries of the grant as estab- 
lished by the juridical possession, was 
made by a competent surveyor in ad- 
vance of the decree of confirmation, 
and the metes and bounds of the survey 
were carried into the decree, which was 
set out at length in the patent, so that 
there could be no kind of mistake or 
uncertainty about the precise location 
of the confirmed boundaries. But the 
Surveyor-General (apparently for the 
purpose of making the boundaries of 
the grant conform to the system of 
public surveys,) omitted from the.west- 
ern part of the grant a_ triangular 
piece of land of some thousand 
acres in extent, and included some three 
or four thousand acres lying to the 
north of the north boundary as given 
by the decree of confirmation. 

It was clear, therefore (had the ques- 
tion been permissible,) that the Sur- 
veyor-General had deliberately, and, we 
may say, wantonly, departed from the 
boundaries given in the decree of con- 
firmation; but it was nevertheless held 
that the patent “is a record which binds 
both the government and the claimant, 
and cannot be attacked by either party 
except by direct proceedings instituted 
for that purpose.” (45 Cal., 538.) 

This case is cited, no as necessary to 
establish the rule, which is too familiar 
to he questioned, but as illustrating 
the nature of its application. 

The true rule is well stated in the 
opinion in this case in the court below: 

“It is true the duty of that officer was to 
locate the confirmed_grant in conformity with 
the decree; but it does not follow that when 
the survey has been made, approved and 


acted upon by the Land Department, its. cor- 
impeached or ‘disregarded in |. 


rectness may be 
aw action of ejectment, and that, too, by one 
who claims under the very proceedings of 
which the survey was an essential part.’’ 

Of course, it is perfectly well settled 
that it is the duty of the surveyor to 
follow the decree and that a failure to 
do so will be error, for which, on a 
direct proceeding, the survey will be 
set aside; but it is confidently asserted 
that no case can be found where a 
patent has been collaterally attacked 
for such a cause. 

In Beard vs. Federy (3 Wal., 478,) 
cited, itis said “The patent is not only 
a deed; it is a record of the action 
of the government upon the title of the 
claimant. By it the government de- 
clares that the claim was valid, ... 
and is correctly located now so as_ to 
embrace the premises as they are sur- 
veyed and described. ... This rec- 
ord, so long as it remains unvacated, is 
conclusive as against the government 
and parties claiming under the 
patent.” 

No one can be permitted, collaterally, 
to question ‘“‘the correctness of the ac- 
tion of the tribunals and officers of the 
United States in the location of the 
same.”’ 

Otherwise “the patent would fail to 
be an instrument of quiet,” etc. 

It may be safely said that the doctrine 
in Chepley vs. Farris, (45 Cal., 539,) is 
the recognized rule in all the courts; 
that the patent is not only conclusive 
against the patentee as to land excluded 
from the survey, but absolutely con- 
clusive against all parties, unless va- 
cated. 

Said Justice Field in Knight vs. Land 
Association, (142 U. S., 161:) 

“If there was error in the survey embodied 
in the patent it could not have ‘béen shown 
in this action. It could only have been cor- 


instituted by 
authority. 

‘‘This is elementary law, and in vain wilt 
authorities be sought to contradict this view.’’ 

Moreover, the reasons given by the 
Surveyor-General as to his work are 
not material. The work, when com- 
pleted, and carried into the patent rep- 
resents the final decision of the Land 
Department as to the location, area and 
surface of the grant, and this is final, 
until reversed. 

The numerous cases cited by the de- 
fendant establish not only that the 
Land Department is authorized to pass 
upon boundary lines, but that its action 
is conglusive. But it is sought here to 
avoid the effect of that action by in- 
vestigating the reasons which goyerned. 
the department.- Had the officers who 
prepared the patent omitted the so- 
called “‘exception’’ entirely by running 
around the inner shore of the Inner Bay 


the government or by its 


San Pedro, no one Would pretend | 


that any question could be raised in 
this action with reference to the validity 
of that act. .It would be conclusive that 
nothing outside that line passed. Is it 
rational to assert that a different con- 
clusion must be reached because of the 
method adopted which leads to the 
same result? Indeed, the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral, in-his final certificate, states (T., p. 
23, f 39:)° “I have caused the said tract 
to be surveyed in conformity to the 
boundaries specified in said confirma- 
tory decree.” The officer here refers 
not to a part of the survey, but to the 
whole survey, and the whole survey 
means the tract remaining after elim- 
inating the exception. 

The conclusions, therefore, of this 
phase of the case would seem to be 
these: 

The survey and location of a Mexican 
grant by the proper officers, followed by 
a patent, is conclusive that the grant is 
correctly located in accordance with the 
decree, and that the location cannot be 
attacked; the patent simply grants the 
land surveyed, and nothing more or less. 

In this case there is no room for con- 
troversy as to the construction of the 
patent. It excludes the land included 
within the survey of the Inner Bay of 
San Pedro. 

The law upon this point is well set- 
tled by the authorities cited. 

By the 13th section of the Act of 1851 
a survey by the Surveyor-General is 
expressly provided for; the object. of 
which was obviously to have a précise 
and definite location of the land; and 
accordingly all patents are issued not 
for the grant generally, but for the land 
described in such survey. 

“The approval of the survey by the proper 
officers is the determination—the judgment of 
the appropriate department of the govern- 
ment that the survey does conform to such 
decree. That determination or judgment is 
not the subject of review by the judiciary. 
It is conclusive upon the courts in actions 
of ejectment, as the adjudication of a compe- 
tent tribunal upon the subject within its ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. The patent, which is the 
final document issued by the government, Is 
conclusive evidence of the validity of the 


original grant and of its retognition, and of 
the confirmation of the survey and of its com- 
formity with the decree."": 

Moore vs. Wilkinson, 13 Cal., 487. 


THE PLAINTIFFS ARB ESTOPPED TO 
CLAIM THIS ISLAND. 

The patent of the plaintiffs is dated 
December 15, 1858; that of defehdant 
December 30, 1881. : 

Each patent conveyed distinct tracts 
of land without conflict on their face. 

Nothing within the Inner Bay was 
within the terms of plaintiffs’ patent, 
and by accepting the conveyance know- 
ing its recitals; taking no steps what- 
ever hitherto to correct it if erroneous; 
resting upon it without objections, all 
these years, it is too late now to urge 
these objections 

Especially, as between them and the 
government which has acted on such 
acquiesence— 

First—By public improvements as to 
national commerce, involving large 
expenditures of public money in the 
past, and great plans and appropria- 
tions of mroney for the future, all based 
on the assumption that the Inner Bay 
of San Pedro (Wilmington Harbor) 
was public property, the government 
treating the whole Inner Bay in ac- 
cordance with such acquiesence 

Second—By patenting interior lands 
to others as to Banning, etc., ete. z 

Iv. 

THE PLAINTIFFS RECEIVED MORE LAND 
THAN THE GRANT CALLED FOR. 
The construction of the patent by 
the Supreme Court of California does 
not deprive the plaintiff of any prop- 
erty originally granted. While the pat- 
ent description is conclusive upon the 
government as well as the patentees 
until set aside in a direct proceeding, 
yet as the original grant has been re- 
ferred to, and also the decree of con- 
firmation, it may be of interest to 
know that eight and one-half leagues 
were supposed to be included in the 
decree of confirmation of the Unfted 
States Court. (T., p. 20, f. 34.) 

The land actually contained in 

the patent, adopting the so- 

called exterior lines, is........ 44,219.72 acres 
The territory excluded contains 1,100.50 acres 


Balance, after deducting the 
exception 


43,119.13 acres 
37,729.78 acres 


Excess of patented. iand after 
deducting the exception 5,389.35 acres 

The. fact that the patentees made 
such a favorable bargain and suc- 
ceeded in getting so much more land 
than the district court intended to 
confirm to them, may account for the 
fact that they have never questioned 
the patent, but have stood upon it and 
relied upon it since the date of its 
issuance, February 19, 1858. 

Moreover, they have permitted the 
government to improve’ the harbor 
which is now claimed to be a part of 
their domain. 

The practical construction given by 
all parties to this instrument is of some 
value. 

The fact that the government 
patented the disputed premises to Ban- 
ning (T.. p. 38, pp. 66-7) is evidence 
that there was no adverse claim at the 
date of the issuance of that patent, 
viz., December 30, 1881.

AN ERROR WAS COMMITTED IN 
THE BPARLIER PROCEEDINGS IN THIS 
MATTER IS VERY PROBABLE, BUT . 
THAT..ERROR CONSISTED IN INCLUD- 

‘ ING AT ALL WHAT IS KNOWN AS RAT- 
TLESNAKE ISLAND, BEING THE COL- 
ORED TRACT SHOWN TR. PAGE 73, 
This conclusion may well be reached 

from the circumstance that the original 

grant, which included the Rancho Palos 

Verdes, was quite ambiguously de- 

scribed (T., p 18,) but there is nothing 

in the grant indicating the intention to 
take in the bay. The following lan- 
guage is significant: 

“Thence down said River (the San 
Gabriel River) to the coast; thence 
along said cost to a point opposite the 
salt pits (la salina;) thence follownig 
certain piles of stones places as boun- 
dary marks (majoneras) to the point of 
commencement.” 4 

While this description included the. 
Rancho Palos Verdes, yet it ran from 
the mouth of the San Gabriel up the 
coast to a point indicated by “witness 
stake,’’ near the salt works, (see map, 
p. 73, n. w. corner.) 

In order to accomplish this it was 
necessary to run along the northern 
shore of the “inner bay of San Pedro 
exception” (see patent,) and no doubt 
the work was completed by passing be- 
tween Rattlesnake Island and lot num-_.

KEEP THEM OUT. 

A single steamer which arrived in 
New York on Sunday brought 1119 
steerage passengers from italy. It is 
safe to say that not more than 100 
of these Dago immigrants can read 
or write even their own names in 
their own language. The immigration 
Restriction Bill, which was vetoed by 
President Cleveland just before his 
permanent retiracy to private life, 
was designed to prevent the immigra- 
tion of just such undesirable persons 
as those who came on the steamer 
above referred to. The action of a 
retiring President should not be per- 
mitted to bind the present adminis- 
tration. Without question, the senti- 
ment of the country is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of more severe restric- 
tive laws to govern the matter of 
foreign immigration to this country. 

The evils of indiscriminate immi- 
gration are s0 many and 80 apparent 
that it is practically impossible to 
deny, conceal or ignore them. They 
constitute one of the gravest problems 


that confront this nation today, and 


the solution of this problem wil! re- 
quire the wisest of statesmanship and 
the broadest of conservatism. 

The constant flood of. illiterate im- 
migration which is poured upon our 
shores from the é6lums of Europe is 
the source of a very large propvrtion 
of the pauperism and crime with 
which our government has to deal. 
This small army of Italian. immi- 
grants which arrived in New York in 
a single cargo on Sunday is typical 
of a vast majority of the arrivals 
from Europe. Ninety-nine out of 
every hundred will go to make up the 
hosts of criminals, paupers and un- 
employed in our cities. They consti- 
tute a burden upon honest industry 
and a menace to the security of so- 
ciety. With no just or adequate con- 
ception of the real meaning of liberty, 
they fall an easy prey to the wiles 
of smooth-tongued demagogues and 
conscienceless agitators, They consti- 
tute the larger proportion of the tur- 
bulent classes. In labor strikes and 
other forms of disorder, the foreign 
element almost invariably predom- 
inates, as any one can readily ascer- 
tain by aclose inspection of the names 
of those most prominent in all’ dis- 
turbances of this kind. If it were not 
for this large and rapidly-growing 
foreign element, the industrial affairs 
of the United States would speedily 
adjust themselves upon a basis satis-— 
factory alike to employers and em- 
ployés, in most instances. Strikes and 
mob violence would practically be- 
come things of the past, and the 
“walking delegate,’ deprived of the 
large mass of ignorant and plastic 
material which he is wont to mold to 
suit his purposes, would speedily fall 
into innocuous desuetude, and would 
be obliged to go to work to earn an 
honest living or starve. 

It may not be practicable for the 
present extra session of Congress to 
take up and determine the question 
of illiterate immigration. But it will 
be the imperative duty of Congress 
at the next regular session to grapple 
with this problem. The measure 
vetoed by President Cleveland has been 
redrafted and will be pressed for con- 
sideration. 
and righteous. Some measure of the 
kind should be passed. Considerations 
of justice, right and expediency unite

A BILL WITH A “BUQ” IN IT. 
Nearly, two years ago Con 8 
passed an act exempting from taxa- 
tion all alcohol used in the arts and 
for mechanical purposes. Mr. Carlisle, 
who hails from a State which is 
largely engaged in the manufacture of 
compounds for assuaging the national . 
thirst, declined to put it in force, and 
made the importers and manufactur- 
ers of it pay taxes on alcohol just the 
Same as the rectifiers and distillers 

were compelled to do. 

There is an unseen force now try- 
ing to oblige Mr. Gage, the new Séc- 
retary of the Treasury, to do what Mr. 
Carlisle bluntly refused to’ do. You 
will find articles im favor of this 
proposition in many metropolitan 
newspapers, and every country paper 
which uses “boiler plate’ contains an 
ably-written article. in favor of en- 
forcing an act which Mr. Carlisle stig- 
matized as a job to defraud the_na- 
tional treasury of $3,000,000 a year. 
Now, for all this advertising and edi- 
torial writing (which is not printed 
gratis, except in the boiler-plate coun- 
try journals whose publishers never 
know when they are “sniped,”) some- 
body must be putting up big money. 
Naturally enough one asks who is do- 
ing it. 

The answer is, very plainly, somé 
one who wants to make money out 
of free alcohol. If the distillers of 
whisky and brandy have to pay tax 
on what they manufacture and the 
druggists who make patent medicines 
in which alcohol is to be used do not 
have to pay any tax, it stands to rea- 
son that the wholesale drug trade is 
at the back of this rebate movement. 
Nearly all drug stores sell whisky as 
an alleged medicine, and it is an open 
secret that the same quality of the 
drug which éells for 75 .cents, in a 
demijohn house brings a Dig” round 
dollar in most of the drug stores. 
There may be,exceptions. 

In the prohibition States of Maine’ 
and Kansas the drug stores control 
the liquor trade. There are no saloons 
licensed, and therefore no moneys 
come in to pay the salaries of police- 


maintain the peace. There is just as 
much drunkenness, just as much wife- 
beating, just as many fights between 
men, and just as much general de- 
pravity in those States now as there 
was before the name of Neal Dow be- 
came identified with the most re- 
markable sumptuary law in the his- 
tory of civilized government.

MR. HUNTINGTON AND THE LAW. 

In an interview with a San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle reporter, Collis P. 
Huntington was asked in regard to

Mr. Huntington’s only idea 
of a law which does not suit him is 
that some means must be contrived to 
“get around it.” In other words, the 
law of the land must be nullified to 
suit his private interests. Yet, if any 
one were to tell Mr. Huntington that 
he is an anarchist of the taost danger- 
ous type, he would probably retort 
that the man who said so was a dema- 
gogue, 


The United States possesses a total 
tonnage almost equal to that of Great 
Britain. But the greater part of it is 
engaged in our coastwise and internal 
commerce. Great Britain possesses 66.6 
per cent. of the foreign carrying trade 
of the world, whtle the United States 
possesses only 3.4 per cent. Our 
coastwise and internal shipping—the 
latter being that of the great lakes

They are 
also crowing over another fast pas- 
sage of forty-four days from San Fran- 
cisco to Melbourne, also by a British 
vessel. This is a fast passage to be 
sure, but nothing to compare with the 
exploit of the Puget Sound-built ship 
Wildwood, which made the trip from 
Burrard Inlet, B. C., to Adelaide in 
44 days and 5% hours, in 1874. As 
Burrard Inlet is 1100 miles north of 
San Francisco and Adelaide is 540 
miles south of Melbourne, it is easiiy 
to be seen that the Wildwood’s voyage 
was at least 1400 miles longer.

JAPANESE COINAGE. 


On a Gold Basis at Thirty-two to 
One. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—The Sec- 


“retary of the Treasury is in receipt of 
1 {information from ‘tthe United States 


Minister at Tokio, Japan, to the effect 
that, during the present session of the 
‘Japanese Diet, a government coinage 
bill will be presented for the considera- 
tion of ‘that body, whith will, if passed, 
change the standard of value in Japa- 
nese from silver to gold. It is proposed 
to fix the government ratio between the 
two metals at 32 tol. The unit value 
will be a gold yen, which will be one- 
half the weight and value of the old 
Japanese gold yen, which is of the same 
weight and fineness as the gold dollar 
of the United States. ; 

The proposed unit of value will, 
therefore, be the exact equivalent of 50 
cents in Umited States money, and ap- 
proximately of the same value as the 
present unit of value in Japan, the sil- 
ver yen, which, at the current rate of 
exchange is worth about 61 cents in 
United States money. It is proposed 


a ‘five-yen piece. The further coinage 
of silver will be limited to subsidiary 
coins. The silver yen now in circula- 
tion will be maintained at par with the 
gold yen by the government being pre- 
pared to redeem them in gold, whenever 
called upon to do so. In this connec- 
tion the following statement is made 
at the Treasury Department: 

“Tt is important to note that there 
are about 140,000,000 of Japanese silver 
yen in circulation, of which it is esti- 
mated ‘that about 70,000,000 are in circu- 
lation as money in China and the Eng- 
lish, French and other colonies and set- 
tlernents in the Bast. Should the ratio 
between gold and silver bécome greater 
than 1 to 32, 'the tendency would seem 
to be to drive the outstanding silver 
coin back to Japan for redemption. 
The vernacular press reports consider- 
able disatisfaction among the commer- 
cial and manufacturing classes with 
the proposed change of standard, and it 
is reported that the Cotton Spinners’ 
Association has prepared a protest 
against it to the present Diet. 

“Those interested in manufactories 
in Japan are at present very prosperous 
and satisfied with the returns their in- 
vestments are bringing. They are nat- 
urally, as a class, not disposed to view 
favorably a proposed change, the effects 
of which upon their interests they have 
no means of determining beforeband. 
It is generally belleved, however, that 
the government bill will, in perhaps a 

ified form, become a law. It is sup- 
posed that the principal object the gov- 
ernment has in view in bringing about 
the change is to enable it, should a 
measure become necessary or expedi- 
ent, to negotiate a loan in Europe on 
better terms than would be possible, as 
they believe, if Japan remained on. a 
silver basis.”

Surely nothing within such “shore 
line’ can be recovered in ejectment 
under such patent, as against a suDB- 
sequent grantee from the sovereign; 
either the State as to tide lands or the 
United States as to islands. 

If tide lands within such shore line 
should be conveyed by the State, it is 
perfectly clear that so long as the sur- 
vey and natent stood unreversed, the 
grantee of the State could not be ousted 
in ejectment by the patent grantee. 

The action of the Surveyor-General 
in making, and of the Land Depart- 
ment in approving, the whole survey 
determined what were tide lands, en- 
tirely around the inner bay. ‘These 
went to the State, and every island in 
the bay to the United States, because 
not embraced in or connected with 
the land found to be the granted land 
by these officers.

Now, the title to tide lands—that is, 
the shore below high-water mark, 
along the sea, or arms of the sea—is in 
the sovereign. 

This is also the rule of the Spanish 
and Mexican law. 

In the United States absolute prop- 
erty in the soil under tide water is re- 
served to the several States. 

Tide lands are vested in the sovereign 
for the benefit of the whole people.

__ Upon the acquisition of California 
from Mexico the United States took. 
all tide lands in trust for future States 
under the above rules unless such lands 
had been previously granted by Mexico.

(a)—The grant does not purport _to 
convey submerged lands; the petition 
avers that its boundary was down the 
San Gabriel River to the coast, thence 
along said coast to a point opposite the 
salt pits. 

(b)—Grants of land made by Spain or 
Mexico, bounded by the sea or naviga- 
ble waters, extend only to extraordinary 
high tide.

AN EAR PHONOGRAPH. 


Novel Invention of Prof. Dussand of 
the Geneva University. 
{BY ASSOCIATED I’RESS WIRPE.] 

NEW YORK, March 29.—It is an- 
nounced from Geneva that Prof. Dus- 
sand of the university there has in- 
vented an apparatus to enable the 
deaf to hear. A microphonograph he 
has just issued magnifies the human 
voice in the same way a lens magnifies. 
matter. It is simply a telephone con- 
nected electrically with a phonograph, 
but a far more sensitive phonograph 
than Edison’s ordinary model. A bat- 
tery of from one cell to sixty, accord- 
ing to the degree of deafness, is used. 

Of course, the apparatus is useless in 


infirmity is far rarer than is supposed. 
Ninety-five per cent. of our stone-deaf 
persons can be made to hear and un- 
derstand by Dussand’s invention. One 
speaks into the phonograph and makes 
it repeat the words which are trans- 
mitted by a sort of microphone and 
speaking-«tube into the deaf ear. Prof. 
Dussand is preparing for the 1900 ex- 
hibition an apparatus which will en- 
able 10,000 people, who may all be deaf, 
to follow the lecture. .

ANOTHER FORGED CHECK. 


Lewis ‘of Si Signing Council. 

man Baker’s Name to a Check. 

Norman Lewis, who was arrested 
after a long chase by Detective Steele 
on a charge of passing two forged 
checks on some grocery stores, has had 
another charge placed against him: On 
February 23, Antonio Delaque, an Ital- 
ian wine merchant, whose store is at 
No. 700 Upper Main street, cashed a 
check for a man who had been there 
several times, but whose name had 
never been given.

H. Wheeler and Long & Welch were 
shown to Detective Moffatt, the simi- 
larity in the writing at once struck him. | 
Mr. Baker was sent for, but could not 
identify the man, never having seen 
him. W. H. Wheeler, who accepted the 
forged check, supposed to be signed by 
the Los Angeles Soap Company, posi- 
tively identified the man, however. 

Lewis, as his true name appears to 
be, was arraigned before Justice Owens 
yesterday, and his examination was set 
for today at 2 o’clock. Bail in the case 
was set in the sum of $2000. The police 
believe that they have secured a most 
dangerous criminal in Norman. Lewis, 
more on account of his smooth address 
and abilities than for his crimes, so far 
committed.

COUNCIL ADJOURNED. 


OUT OF RESGPECT FOR EX-MAYOR 
RADER, NO SESSION. 


The Death of the Former Executive 

Announced in the Council and 

: All Business Was Postponed Un- 
til ‘Today. 


The Council met promptly at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. President Silver 
was in the chair and all the members 
were present. 

As soon as the roll call was com- 
pleted, President Silver made a brief an- 
nouncement from the chair of the sud- 
den death of ex-Mayor Frank Rader. 
_ “It becomes my duty as president of 

the Council to announce to you the sad 
tidings of the sudden death of one who 
formerly held the exalted position of 
executive of this city, ex-Mayor Frank 
Rader. It would seem proper, out of 
respect for a man who has held. the 
highest office within the gift of the city, 
‘that this Council should adjourn. I 
await your action in the matter.” 

Councilman Nickell at once moved 
that the Council adjourn until 10 o’clock 
this morning, and that all matters set 
for hearing yesterday morning be made 
special order of business this morning. 
The motion was put upon its passage 
and carried without dissent.

GARBAGE CONTRACT CUT. 


Reduction in Price Patd for Work 
in Annexed District. |‘ 

The special committee of the Council 
appointed to revise the garbage con- 
tract for the annexed district will re- 
port as follows today: 

“We, your special committee to whom 
‘was referred the contract for the col- 
lection of garbage in the annexed dis- 
trict of the city, beg leave to report as 
follows: 


“We have made a thorough examina- | 


tion of the territory in the annexed dis- 


trict, and find that’ a large portion of 


Baid district is thinly settled and many 
of the inhabitants do not desire their 
Barbage collected by the city. 

“We also find that the contract price 
for the collection of the garbage in 
the said district of $500 per month is 
excessive and out of all proportion to 
the price paid for the collection of 
garbage in the old portion of the city; 
and we have agreed with the contrac- 
tors,to modify their contract by elimi- 
nating the thinly-settled portion of the 
territory from the contract, and instead 
of paying $500 per month, we have 
agreed to pay them the sum of $300 per 
month, making a saving to the city of 
- $2400 per annum or $4800 during the life 
of the contract, and we have requested 
the City Attorney to modify the con- 
tract to conform to the above condi- 
tions. 

“We would therefore recommend that 


the amended contract be approved by 


the Council and the Mayor be requested 
to sign the same jn behalf of the city.” 


FINANCE COMMITTEE, 


Recommendations Submitted to the 
Couneil, 

The Finance Committee has prepared 
and will submit tomorrow to the Coun- 
cil the following report:

WANT MORE .FUNDS. 


The Spirit of the Council is Willing, 
but Funds are Short. 

Judge Silent appeared before the 
Council in their committee-room in an 
informal way yesterday morning on be- 
half of the Merchants’ and~ Manufac- 
turers’ Association to solicit further as- 
sistance in the work now being done 
by the unemployed in Elysian Park. . It 
has been suggested that by the expen- 
diture of a little money the entrance of 
the park near Buena Vista-street 
bridge could be greatly beautified, and 
the new driveway could be protected 
along its full length against the wash- 
ing of storm water. It has been esti- 
mated that $1500 in cash would cover 
the entire cost of such further improve- 
ments, excluding the single item of la- 
bor, which is, however, the heaviest to 
be considered. By utilizing the labor 
of ‘the men now at work in Elysian 
Park the mason and rock work at the 
entrance of the boulevard could be done 
with slight expense ‘to the city, and a 
System of culverts wherever needed 
could be constructed along the side of 
the hills. 

Judge Silent presented these-flacts to 
the Councilmen yesterday morning, 
and, while they were not prepared to 
deny the accuracy of his statements or 
to undervalue the opportunity’ pre- 
Sented to the city of completing the 
boulevard according to the plans of the 
engineers, they were forced to refuse 
any immediate. appropriations. The 
| perplexing question of an imminent de-

The petitioners ask 
that the existing ordinance be allowed 
to remain as it is, and that no change 
be made therein, changing the hours in 
which tamale men, lunch wagons and 
other venders shall be allowed to stand 
on the streets. They also state that it 
is_theirn desire that the owners of such 
wagons be allowed the present hours, 
so that they may be enabled to make a 
living from their business, and they 
give it as their opinion that the street 
venders’ business does not materially 
interfere with their own.

The Building Committee will make the 
following report to the Council today: 

“Your Building Committee, to whom 
Was referred the communication from 
the Board of, Police Commissioners, ac- 
companied by a communication from 
the Chief of Police, making certain 
recommendations regarding repairs to 
the City Jail, would respectfully 
recommend as follows: 

“That the steam pipes used in heat- 
ing the jail building be supplied with 
the necessary fixtures to render ade- 
quate and economical service through- 
out the building;. 

“That the hospital windows be sup- 
plied with bars, and that a door be 
cut through from the east ward of the 
hospital to the jail proper; 

“That the building be supplied. with 
an interior system of telephones as or- 
iginally contemplated, and for which 
the building is now wired throughout; 

“That a white janitor be appointed 
in lieu of a colored janitor as at pres- 
ent, to take full charge. of the jail 
building, including the justices’ rooms, 
and that he be furnished such help 
from the prisoners as will enable him 
to take care of the whole building.”

Salaries.

‘secret committee of the Council, by 
which the working forces in some of 
the departments were to be materially 
reduced and the salaries of those re- 
tained would be lowered. It was known 
that the principal saving in salaries 
was to be made in the offices of the 
Superintendent of Streets and the City 
Engineer. Vague rumors, however, 
were afloat affecting the other offices, 
and all of the clerks and inspectors 
were scurrying about, inquiring about 
the extent of this movement of 
economy, 

Many false reports were in circula- 
tion, and most of the office employés 
were needlessly alarmed, The unwill- 
ingness of the Retrenchment Commit- 
tee to show the ordinance added greatly 
to the mystery and increased the panic. 

The full details of the provisions of 
the ordinance which will be introduced 
and passed today, are not known, but 
the general scope of the measure can 
be announced with authority. 
estimated that it will result in a sav- 
ing in municipal expenses of $7000 a 
month. 

In the.department of the Superintend- 
ent of Streets will be the greatest reduc- 
tion. There are now employed twenty- 
five teams, which will be cut to eight. 
The force will be reduced from seventy- 
five to thiriy-five, the men thrown out 
of work to be teamsters, street labor- 
ers and one inspector. Superintendent 
Drain’s chief deputy, McStay, will have 


his salary cut $10 per month, and the 


chief outside deputy $5 per month. The 
salary of the superintendent of street 
sprinkling will be reduced to $80. 

In the City Engineer’s office the en- 
tire force which has been engaged in 
preparing plans and estimates for the 
special committee of the Council ap- 
pointed to report on a system of city 
waterworks, will be discharged. All of 
the $4 per day men will be cut to $3.50, 
although the chief clerk, who draws 
$125 per month, will not be molested. 
A total saving of $1000 a month is con- 
templated in this office.

Each of the deputies in the. City 


Clerk’s office will have his pay lowered

The new deputies recently put to 
work on the assessment rolls in the 
City Assessor’s office cannot be spared, 
but their salaries will be reduced from 
$80 to $75. 

The offices of the City Auditor an 
City Treasurer will not be harmed, and 
the Fire and Police departments will 
not be touched, except in the reduction 
of the salaries of the Police Court 
clerks, from $125 to $110 per month. 
The Mayor’s clerk has also been’ over- 
looked. 

The committee excuses its sweeping 
reduction of the-force of the Superin- 
tendent of. Streets by saying that the 
‘Council allowed him seventy-five men 
and twenty-five teams for three months, 
and, now that rigid economy is re- 
quired by the condition of the treasury, 
he will be given as many men and 
teams as he found when he came into 
office. 

City Electrician Francis is to be 
eonciliated with a promise of a de- 
ferred increase of pay. On July 1, he 
is assured that he will receive a raise 
of salary from $85 to $125. This ac- 
tion has been postponed for months, 
and was only hastened by the an- 
nouncement on the part of the City 
Electrician that if his salary was not 


‘made equal to that which his services 
would command elsewhere, 


he must 
leave the employ of the city. 

It is the purpose of the Council to 
pass the salary revision ordinance to- 
day, so that it ‘may-go into effect at 
once, and a saving of more than $200 
a day he effected without delay. By 
this policy of severe economy. the 
Council.feels that it will be able to 
make both ends meet for the present 
fiscal year. It is held out ina non- 
committal way that after July 1 the 
old order of things will be restored. 


POLES MUST COME DOWN. 


Look Like the 
Ideal Japanese Village. 

The applications for electric fran- 
chises applica for by the Home. Tele- 
phone-Company andthe. San. Gabriel 
Power Company wilP probably receive a 
hearing in the Council. this morning. 
The chief obstacle which has prevented 
the progress of proceedings and the ad- 
vertisement of .these franchises has 
been the unwillingness of the electric- 
Hight and telephone companies to yield 
without a struggle to the expressed de- 


termination of-the Council to refuse the 


granting of any more franchises allow- 
ing the erection of poles and the string- 
ing of overhead wires on the streets, ex- 
cept in the case of street railways. 
The resolution which the Council 
adopted last week, declaring that it was 
its sense that all wires should go under- 
ground within a year, was.a more ad- 
vanced stand’ than it was anticipated 
the Council would assume. Inasmuch, 
however; as this action will put the op- 
erating’ companies and those in: process 
of formation on an equal footing, it is 
probable that the recent applicants for 
franchises are in a more satisfied frame 
of mind, because their principal argu- 
ment has been that they were being 
made the objects of unjust discrimina- 


tion. 


It was thought by some Councilmen 
that, however anxious they might be to 
have the standing poles removed, this 
end could not be accomplished under 
the terms of the franchises of the op- 
erating panies. City Attorney Dunn 
has given. this question close study for 
some days and it is known that as are- 
sult of his investigation of all the legal 
phases presented he is prepared to ad- 
vise the Council to resolutely stand its 
ground. Under these circumstances, the 
new electric companies will not only be 
obliged to operate in the business por- 
tion of the city by means of a conduit 
system, but the old companies. will also 
be obliged to comply with the same reg- 
ulations within the period set by the 


Council.. When this reform is brought: 


into practical effect, the ideal Japanese 
village, which has been recently re 
ferred to, is only a step removed. +s |

THE CITY WINS. 


DEMURRER SUSTAINED YESTER- 
DAY BY JUDGE SHAW. 

Case of Clotilde Castruccio Against 

the City of Los Angeles, and 


John H. Drain as Street Super-| 


intendent, 


Judge Lucien Shaw sustains the. de- 
fendant’s demurrer to the complaint 
yesterday in the case of Clotilde Cas- 
truccio against the City of Los Angeles 
and Street Superintendent Drain. The 
suit was an action to enjoin the sale 
of certain property on Macy street by 
the Street Superintendent upon an as-~- 
sessment for the widening of . that 
street. The property was assessed to 
the amount of $369.45, and it was to 
collect this sum that the sale was 
threatened. 

The report of the commissioners 
showed that the damage to the prop- 
erty would be $628.25, including the 
value of the land taken and the damage 
to the part not taken. The principal 
contention on the part of the plaintiff, 
Mrs. Castruccio, was that the proceed- 
ing was in violation of her right; that 
her property should not be taken for 
public use until she had been com- 
pensated \for all damages caused. 
thereby, 

The complaint in the action was de- 


murred to by the City Attorney on the] 
ground that it did not state facts suf- 


ficient to constitute-a cause of action. 
Judge Shaw says in sustaining this de- 
murrer: 

“The action taken by the Street Su- 
perintendent is a preliminary step only, 
and is a necessary one, to provide a 
fund for the payment_of.the ‘just com- 
pensation’ when its amount shall have 
been agreed upon or lawfully ascer- 
tained. It is not a violation of the 
constitution to compel the plaintiff to 
contribute to this amount her due pro--: 
portion as compared to that contrib- 
uted by other interested parties. After 
the fund is thus raised, the act pro- 
vides that a tender of damages awarded | 
by the commisioners be made. If this 
is accepted, the ‘just compensation’ 
will be made. If it is refused, a suit 
for condemnation must’ be_ instituted 
and judgment obtained before the prop- 
erty can be taken. If the proceeding 
could be stopped in its incipiency in 
this way by objecting to the collection 
of the assessment, it would then be in 
the power of any one property-owner 
to prevent any such improvement.” 


GOT HIM AT LAST.

FEES AND SALARIES. 


An ex-Constable Gets a Small Judg-. 

, ment Against the County. 

The case of ex-Constable Lester: D. 
Roger against the county of Los An- 
geles was tried before Judge .M. T. 
Allen in Department Six yesterday. 
Rogers sued for $133, alleging that he 
had made $83 of the amount in fees 
during the first five days of the month 
in which his term of office expired. 

His attorney referred to the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
suit brought against the County by 
ex-District Attorney Dillon, which was 
a parallel case with the one under dis- 
cus3ion. In that case the Supreme 
Court decided in favor of Dillon, re- 
versing Judge York’s decision for the 
county. Basing his action on the opin- 
ion rendered by the Supreme Court 
in the Dillon case, Judge York recently 
decided the case of Beardsley et al., 
another suit of similar character, in 


‘accordance with the precedent estab- 


lished. 


In these cases the plaintiffs were } 


employed on salaries, but the constable 
derives his income from fees alone. The 
law provides that the. constable shall 
not receive more than $1000 per year, 
or $83.50 per month. Constable Yonkin, 
who succeeded Rogers in office, has al- 
ready been paid $83.50 for the month 
in which Rogers claimed to have earned 
that amount. Should Rogers have 
been paid $82 for his five days’ services, 
Yonkin would have had to work the 
remainder of the month for nothing. . 

In accordance with the decision of 
the Supreme Court, Judge Allen 
awarded Rogers a pro rata for the 
time during which he worked. As he 
served only one-sixth of a month in 
excess of his. term of office, he was 
given a judgment of $13.88.

in Germany during the past year.

writer in the New England Grocer says: 
“The cured and canned fruits of Cali- 

fornia and the Atlantic States are now 


importation and consumption are in- 
creasing steadily year by year, and 
with the wide and favorable introduc- 
‘tion that fresh American apples have 
obtained during the past season, it will 
require only careful assorting and 
packing, with judicious management on 
‘the part of the exporters to develop and 
retain for them in Germany a perma- 
nent and important market.” 


ORANGE WINE. A few days ago 
The Times referred to a new process 
‘that is claimed to have been discov- 
ered, by which the juice of lemons and 

oranges may be extracted and pre- 
-gerved for an indefinite time, thus util- 
izing a large amount of second-class 
fruit. Another use for second-class or- 
anges is in the manufacture of orange 
wine. At a recent meeting of a horti- 
cultural club the following account (of 
this industry was given 

“From inquiries at hsatcuarters it 
appears that the orange wine is made 
from cull oranges obtained at Redlands 
and Riverside. The bulk of the oranges 
are peeled by machinery mainly, and 
after being peeled are pressed much the 
same as apples are in cider-making. It 
is then barreled and shipped to Mor-. 
ristown, N. J., which is headquarters 
for the company, where the process of 
manufacture is completed.” The wine 
_is not used as a beverage, but is all 
consumed in the manufacture of ceér- 
tain classes of patent medicines. The 
Plant cost $20,000, and is the only one 
now in existence in the United States, 
the two formerly in Florida not now 
being in operation. The product of 1896 
was reported at 500 barrels.” — 

‘There is room for a wide extension 
of methods of utilizing much of the 
fruit of this section which now goes to 
waste,

Grain and Produce.

CHICAGO, March 29.—Wheat started firm, 
notwithstanding some matters of a discour- 
aging character. The amount of wheat on 
passage decreased: only 400,000 bushels last 
week, notwithstanding the fact that the quan- 
tity put afloat in that time from all countries 
was only 3,725,000 bushels. Beerbohm’s re- 
port of the world’s shipments for ‘the week 
made the total 4,720,000 bushels. The latter 
feature of the week’s international trade was 
one of the reasons for the opening strength, 
ee the firmness was principally attrib- 
uted to a 4d decline in British consols and 
louder rumblings from the war-threatened 
East. Northwestern receipts were very heavy, 
but this feature of the morning news was 
almost entirely ignored. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported 844 cars, against 394. last 


year. Chicago receipts were fourteen cars, 
and 80,000 bushels were withdrawn from store. 
Opening sales of May were made at 72%@73, 
compared with Saturday’ s closing price of 
72%. For over an hour the market ruled 
very dull and the extent of the fluctuations 
was from 72% to 73%, but the highest of 
these quotations was exceeded after the state- 
ment was published. Perhaps the latter, bull- 
ish as it was, would not have stirred the 
trade much, but about the same time Snow’s 
crop report was given out, making the gen- 
eral average condition of winter wheat 83.5, 
against 87.8 a year ago, and remarking that 
the present is the lowest: April condition on 
record except that of 1885. Shorts took alarm 
at this and bought in a considerable portion 
of their long ‘wheat, which caused May to 
advance to 73%. During the last hour some 
reaction occurred on crop reports of a differ- 
ent tenor, May closing steady at 73@73%. 
Corn surprised the scalpers tn the middle of 
a duwil session by doing something exciting. 
Some shorts, influenced by reports as to 
the condition - of the country stocks, tried to 
cover, but found none to buy. Buyers for 
the long account made their appearance, but 
prices went ba in a hurry. Oats were es 
and uninteresting during the greater part 
the day. The feeling was firm, but no ad- 
vance resulted until later in the session, when 
shorts, taking their cue from the corn pit, 
bought freely. Provisions opened heavy at. 
sharp declines, due to an unexpectedly large 
run of hogs, and ruled weak during the 
greater part of the session. The firmness in 
grain finally infused more confidence in trad- 
ers and a reaction set in.

REPORTED. 


Searcy, the Convicted Murderer, Mar 
Secure a New Trial—Suit Against 
the City of Riverside—Mortgage 
Foreclosed on C. M. Heititz, 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 29.— 
{Regular Correspondence.] The germs 
of scarlet fever seem to have a good 
foothold ‘in ‘this city, however muc 
those in authority may try to conceal 
the facts. After the death of the lit- 
tle child at the Santa Fé depot, came 
the death of a child in Iowa, on its. 
arrived from this city, catching the 
disease from the depot case on de- 
parture. Another case was reported 
and the Orphans’ Home children were 
ordered kept from school in conse- 
quence, Report comes in now of two 
other cases reported to the Health Of- 
-ficer, one the eleven-year-old son of 
Frank Perdew, and the other a sixteen- 
year-old daughter of Mrs. Corbett, both 
cases being located on Seeley avenue, a 
short street running from Sixth to 
Seventh, between C and D. A quar- 
antine has been established, but as in 
the case of the child at the depot, 
where the damage was done two days 
before it was known to be scarlet fever, 
there may be many cases already given 
out from. these. 

STRUGGLE FOR A NEW TRIAL. 

The case of Searcy, the negro con- 
victed of murder in the first degree, 
came up before Judge Oster Monday on 
application for a new trial, the defense 
making two affidavits that the jurors 
talked with witnesses outside of the

Asphalt Work Done in Santa Ana 
Which Will Probably not Be 
Paid For—Suuden Death of Mrs,

SANTA ANA, March 29.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] Some weeks ago, J. 
F. Smith of Los Angeles misrepresented 
to the City Clerk of Santa Ana _ that 
18 cents per square foot was the lowest 
possible price at which asphalt paving 
could be laid. This statement was made 
to the City Clerk, and it was empha- 
sized in a manner that was calculated 
to prove the assertion, and then a few 
days later, after a job had been let to 
a competing firm by private contract at 
18 cents per square foot, Smith put in 
a bid to the city to pave the intersec- 
tion of Fourth and Birch streets for 
15.99 cents per square foot. The contract 
that Mr. Smith took at the reduced fig- 
ure Was completed only the latter part 
of last week, and already ‘tthe asphalt 
on @ portion of the work has begun to 
give way badly. Perhaps the contrac- 
tor expected the asphalt’to last only 
until he could get his pay from the city, 
and if he did, he was unfortunate in 
figuring too close on the time..He has' 
not- received his pay yet, and will not 
until a portion, at least, of the work is 
done over. The paving was examined 
this (Monday) morning by the .City 
Clerk, Street Superintendent and 
others, and the asphalt was found to be 
so imperfect that one could, with the 
toe of the shoe, scrape through the en- 
tire covering.to the concrete. City 
Clerk Tedford was: emphatic in the 
statement that Mr. Smith would surely 
get no part gf his money from the city 
until this work should be made good.

Big Reduction in Territorial Reve- 
nues Owing to a Supreme Court 
Decision,

HE FINDS FAULT WITH CURATIVE

Japanese Laborers Imported to Dis- 
place .Mexicans in the Canaigre 
Industry — Absurd Civil 
Service Rules. 


PHOENIX, March 27.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] A recent opinion of 
the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of the United States vs. Mc- 
Millen, from Utah, is supposed to ma- 
terially affect all District Court clerks 
of Arizona and other Territories. The 
opinion was to the effect that all fees 
received by clerks of district courts 
in cases, Territorial and civil, in which 
the United States is not a party, are 
due and payable to the United States. 
The effect of this would be that Terri- 
torial Legislatures have n@ authority 
to pass laws fixing the compensation of 
such cierks in any case whatever, the 
fee bill prescribed by’ Congress being 
the only one in force in Territories. 
Therefore all such ‘salaries and fees 
must be turned over by the clerks to 
the United States treasury, and no part 
to the Territorial treasury, as hereto- 
fore. Of course the clerks must be 
compensated, and this is accomplished, 
according to act of Congress, by charg- 
ing double fees in all cases. It is need- 
less to say that this decision-will be 
a serious factor in all litigation in Ari- 
zona. Furthermore it means, to the ex- 
tent of some thousands per. annum, 
the reduction of the Territorial revenue. 
This decision accentuates the need of 
Statehood for Arizona once again. 
Over in New Mexico a test case fight- 
ing the decision will be made. 

A ONE-LUNGER’S TALE OF WOE. 

[Nevada City (Cal.) Transcript:]

They have 
just received ten carloads of fifty-five 
Japanese from San Francisco for use 
in gathering the wild tannin plant, and 
setting out tracts of the root for growth 
by irrigation. This is the second lot 
received. The advent of the canaigre 
company was regarded with Ssatisfac- 
tion here, as furnishing labor for a hun- 
dred or more men, and business for the 
valley due to their expenditures... With 
Japanese labor all this will be lost, and 
the country will only be the better off 
from a little skilled labor in erecting 
and running the plant. However, the 
concern is not in business for the good 
of the country, but to make money. 
They say that Mexican labor is un- 
stable and unsatisfactory, wherefore 
they prefer Japanese, no matter where 
the Wages are spent. 

CIVIL SERVICE IN ARIZONA. . 

Apropos of Senator Gallinger’s stric- 
tures on the workings of the civil ser- 
vice, Arizona can furnish a horrible ex- 
ample of her own. The force of a score 
or so of line-riders tributary to the No-* 
gales customhouse is under. the civil 
scrivee.
